Shirtsleeve  Suggestions 
from  Practical  Gardeners 


If  You  Have  a Good  Idea  for  Saving  Labor 
or  Making  Bigger  Garden  Profits,  Send  It  In 


AN  Iowa  sweet  pea  grower  says  he  attributes  the 
growth  and  beauty  of  his  sweet  peas  to  early 
trench  planting  and  lots  of  manure  water  ap- 
plied every  other  night.  A barrel  half  full  of  common 
stable  manure,  then  filled  with  water  and  kept  full  of 
water  as  fast  as  it  is  dipped  out  for  use  in  the  sweet 
pea  trench  is  the  way  he  works  it. 

George  Hall  says  that  sifted  coal  ashes  sprinkled 
over  the  tops  of  young  tender  garden  plants  will  often 
save  them  from  a light  frost. 

Perfect  table  root  crops,  cabbages  and  onions  can 
be  grown  by  sowing  seeds  early  in  flats  and  trans- 
planting into  rows.  It  is  far  the  most  satisfactory. 
Thorough  cultivation  and  dust  mulching  does  the  rest, 
if  your  soil  is  right. 

Jim  Galloway  says  the  old-fashioned  way  is  the 
best  way  to  grow  big  onions.  Here’s  how  he  does 
it:  Sews  the  seed  in  shallow  boxes  early,  trans- 

plants when  they  are  4 in.  tall,  cutting  off  half  the 
tops  and  half  of  the  roots.  When  properly  cared  fer 
this  makes  prize  onions. 

Always  keep  a standard  powder  form  worm  and  in- 
sect killer  on  hand  to  protect  bush  fruits,  vine  crops, 
cabbages,  etc. 

To  raise  lots  of  cucumbers  and  summer  squash  al- 
ways keep  the  fruit  picked,  because  if  you  don’t  and 
let  it  mature,  the  fruit  will  ripen  and  the  vines  quit 
bearing. 

± Early  frost  catches  the  slow  gardener. 

Plant  all  summer  bulbs  as  soon  as  the  ground  is 
warm. 

When  planting  a new  strawberry  bed  make  sure  the 
drainage  is  perfect.  Good  drainage  is  also  important 
for  every  flower  bed. 

If  you  did  not  manure  the  garden  early  and  plow 
it  under  last  fall,  do  it  as  early  as  possible  in  the 
spring.  Use  well  rotted  manure.  Unrotted  manure 
makes  cultivation  a disagreeable  task. 

Last  year  was  a poor  potato  season  most  everywhere. 
A customer  writes:  “The  one  thing  that  paid  the 

biggest  dividends  in  my  garden  last  year  was  the 
extra  hoeing  and  cultivation  I gave  my  potatoes.  It 
mulched  the  ground  and  thus  increased  the  moisture 
as  well  as  destroying  weeds.  My  vines  were  green 
and  the  tubers  grew  longer  than  the  others  that  did 
not  get  this  cultivation  in  the  same  garden. 

If  green  moss  or  mould  accumulates  on  top  of  your 
garden  soil  this  is  a sure  sign  of  sourness.  Air 
slacked  lime  or  pulverized  limestone  is  the  only  rem- 
edy. Bake  it  in  after  the  spring  plowing  or  spading. 
Three  tons  to  the  acre  is  not  too  much. 

Surprise  the  neighbors!  Put  in  peas,  radishes,  and 
a little  sweet  corn  a week  to  ten  days  earlier  than 
usual.  Follow  it  up  with  the  regular  early  plantings 
and  succession al  plantings  thereafter. 

Either  test  in  the  soil  all  old  seeds  kept  over  or 
else  throw  them  away.  Don’t  depend  on  them. 


This  year  especially,  plan  your  garden  in  advance 
of  planting.  Order  seeds  early.  Go:  d seed  stocks 
are  scarce  and  many  buyers  will  have  to  go  without 
varieties  they  want  unless  they  order  early.  European 
seed  growers  have  not  been  able  to  send  us  seeds  as 
formerly.  

CABBAGE  WORMS — Use  a spray  of  % ounce  of 

powdered  Arsenate  of  Lead  in  1 gallon  of  water;  this 
before  the  heads  form.  After  heads  begin  to  form, 
dust  with  Hellebore  powder.  Dusting  cabbage  plants 
with  wood  ashes  will  also  check  the  worm. 

FLEA  BEETLE — This  troublesome  pest  can  be  kept 
away  from  cucumber,  squash  and  other  vines  by 
scattering  around  the  young  plants,  air-slaked  lime, 
sprinkled  with  turpentine.  Tobacco  dust  will  also 
prove  effective. 

GRASSHOPPERS,  CUTWORMS,  AND  CATER- 
PILLARS— Traps  of  poisoned  bait  will  help  rid  the 
garden  of  these  destructive  pests.  Mix  2 pounds  of 
wheat  bran  with  1 ounce  of  Paris  Green  or  Powdered 
Arsenate  of  Lead.  After  thoroughly  mixing,  moisten 
with  sugar-water,  and  place  near  plants.  Cutworms 
will  eat  it  readily  and  die. 

STRAWBERRY  SLUGS  AND  LEAF  ROLLERS— 
Spray  the  plants  with  Arsenate  of  Lead  before  bloom- 
ing, or  when  the  very  first  of  the  blossoms  appear. 
Mix  1 pound  of  Powdered  Arsenate  of  Lead  with  50 
gallons  of  water.  Do  not  spray  after  the  fruit  has 

THIN  TOMATO  VINES— Tomatoes  that  are  growing 
too  much  to  vine,  should  be  thinned  out  by  taking 
out  some  of  the  side  shoots.  This  will  enable  the 
plant  to  set  more  fruit;  and  diseases  will  be  less 
troublesome,  if  the  sun  and  air  can  keep  the  leaves 
dry. 

TOMATO  ROT — This  disease  first  shows  itself  on 
the  blossom  end  of  the  fruit  when  about  half  grown. 
Three  or  four  applications  of  Bordeaux  mixture  should 
he  made  at  intervals  of  two  weeks,  malting  the  first 
application  as  soon  as  the  fruit  beigns  to  set. 

TOMATO  BLIGHT — This  is  a disease  quite  com- 
mon in  the  lower  South.  It  produces  a wilting  of  the 
plants,  and  is  caused  by  bacteria — not  fungi.  No 
remedy  for  this  disease  is  known.  Tomatoes  should 
not  follow  potatoes,  melons,  or  tomatoes  on  the  same 
land  in  case  any  willing  of  any  of  these  crops  mani- 
fests itself. 

SQUASH  BUG — This  insect  sucks  the  plant  juice, 
and  is  a very  serious  pest  to  squash  growers.  The 
young  may  be  destroyed  by  the  application  of  10% 
kerosene  or  a tobacco  decoction.  The  squash  is  a 
tender  plant,  and  care  should  be  exercised  in  the 
application.  The  adult  bugs  should  be  picked  off 
and  killed.  A little  careful  attention  at  the  right 
time  will  prevent  damage. 

CHINCH  BUG — In  former  years  this  was  a very 
injurious  pest,  but  is  not  now  so  common.  Can  be 
destroyed  by  spraying  with  10%  kerosene. 


| Getting  the  Most  Out  of  Cold  Frames  and  Hot  Beds 


IN  our  Northern  lattitude,  it  is  advisable  to  start 
hotbeds  about  March  10th,  and  at  intervals  up 
to  April  15th  for  the  purpose  of  raising  early 
vegetable  plants.  A warm  sunny  corner,  sheltered 
at  the  back  by  a fence  or  wall,  would  be  a good  place 
for  the  hotbed.  A simple  way  to  make  a hotbed 
i9  to  dig  a pit,  6 by  12  feet,  to  a depth  of  two  feet. 
Secure  some  good  fresh  horse  stable  manure,  fill  the 
pit  to  a depth  of  about  18  inches,  thoroughly  packing 
down  the  manure,  and  covering  same  with  3 to  4 
inches  of  good  black  loam.  This  will  make  an  ideal 
6eed  bed.  The  front  or  south  side  of  the  hotbed 
should  be  6 to  8 inches  lower  than  the  back  to  allow 
the  sash  to  slope  so  the  plants  get  the  full  benefit  of 


the  sunshine.  This  hotbed  would  be  fine  for  your 
cabbage,  cauliflower,  peppers,  egg  plants,  tomatoes, 
or  any  other  early  seeds  that  you  wish  to  grow.  Sec- 
ond-hand window  sash  is  often  used  to  cover  hotbeds, 
and  is  quite  as  good  as  more  expensive  coverings. 
It  is  advisable,  in  the  event  of  extremely  cold  nights, 
to  cover  the  hotbed  wtili  paper  or  old  sacking.  This 
will  help  to  hold  the  heat  in  the  hotbed.  Amateurs 
will  find  that  early  vegetables,  raised  by  the  aid  of 
the  hotbed,  will  give  them  much  better  satisfaction. 
By  the  aid  of  a hotbed,  you  can  get  your  plants  so 
far  advanced  that  rotation  cropping  is  made  much 
easier.  By  this  method  it  is  often  possible  to  get 
two  crops  in  one  season.

- arsenical  poisons.  Arsenate  of  Lead  has  been  found 
5 best  by  the  Maine  Experiment  Station.  The  applica- 

- tion  should  be  made  as  soon  as  the  beetles  appear, 
ii  in  order  to  kill  off  the  first  brood;  and  it  must  be 
= repeated  as  often  during  the  season  as  is  necessary 
=2  to  keep  the  pest  in  check. 

i CUCUMBER  BEETLE— -There  are  two  species  of 
= this  beetle,  the  striped  and  the  spotted.  The  striped 
= beetle  has  a yellow  body  with  black  stripes,  while 
= the  spotted  has  black  spots  instead  of  stripes.  They 
3 work  very  much  the  same  and  often  together  by  eat- 

- ing  the  leaves  and  stems,  and  soon  kill  the  tender 
S plants.  Spray  with  arsenate  of  lead. 

| CUCUMBER  MILDEW— A fungus  affection  causing 
5 the  leaves  to  turn  yellow  or  brown  in  spots.  Spray 
«■  with  Bordeaux  Mixture  3 or  4 times  at  intervals  of 
» two  weeks;  making  the  first  application  when  the  vines 
s are  nearly  half  grown. 

ii  POISONED  BAIT  FOR  CUTWO RMS— When  cut- 
m worms  are  abundant  the  use  of  poisoned  bait  is  ree- 
ls omm ended  by  W.  B..  Walton  and  J.  J.  Davis  of  the 

- U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  poisoned 
= bait  may  be  prepared  by  mixing  5 0 pounds  of  wheat 
5 bran,  2 pounds  of  Paris  Green,  and  6 finely  chopped 
5 oranges  or  lemons.  Low-grade  molasses  is  added 
= until  the  whole  mixture  attains  the  consistency  of  a 


stiff  dough.  Water  also  may  be  added  if  necessary,  " 
and  middlings  or  alfalfa  meal  may  be  substituted  3 

for  the  bran.  This  bait  should  be  distributed  over  5 

the  infested  area  in  small  lumps,  and  sprinkled  spar-  - 

ingly  around  each  plant.  s; 

SQUASH  BORER — It  is  a good  plan  to  bury  the  5 

runners  of  squash  vines  at  frequent  intervals  as  they  a 

grow.  This  will  foil  the  squash  vine  borers,  which  5 

can  be  combatted  in  only  one  other  way;  which  is  to  = 

cut  them  out,  the  slow  process.  When  the  vines  are  " 

covered  at  the  joints,  new  roots  are  made  and  growth  3 

continues  in  spite  of  the  borers.  If  the  squash  vines  5 

are  found  to  be  wilted,  the  presence  of  borers  may  be  ■> 

suspected.  The  vegetable  marrow  is  never  bothered  m 

by  borers.  5 

MILDEW  ON  ROSE  TREES— Dissolve  1 tablespoon-  | 

ful  of  the  crystals  of  Permanganate  of  Potash  in  2 5 

gallons  of  water,  and  use  it  as  a spray.  It  is  almost  = 

immediately  effective.  Plants  that  were  so  badly  = 

infected  that  they  looked  entirely  white  and  moulded,  “ 

being  effectively  cleared  of  the  pest  in  two  days.  3 

It  is  sometimes  necessary  to  make  two  applications  - 

where  the  first  job  is  not  done  thoroughly.  m 

We  have  never  tried  it  on  the  roses  inside,  but  feel  a 

sure  that  what  gives  such  good  results  in  the  open,  = 

cannot  be  but  helpful  in  the  greenhouse.

For  sets,  select  clean  sandy  soil  of  medium  fertility;  prepare  it  Well  in  early  spring, 
and  at  once  sow  seed  in  drills  one  foot  apart,  using  40  to  60  pounds  of  seed  per  acre. 
Gather  sets  when  ripe  and  store  them  in  dry,  airy  place.  In  the  early  spring  following, 
plant  them  in  shallow  drills  12  inches  apart,  and  about  2 inches  apart  in  the  drills-.
